Rapid Growth of 


City Blamed 


for Upped Costs 


The 
rapid 
growth 
of Palm 
Springs is a m a t t e r of civic 
pride — but it also carries p en­ 
alties with it. Citv M anager Rus­ 
sell Rink indicated when lie pre­ 
sented 
the 
1953-54 
budget to 
city council members last week. 
The new budget calls for e x ­ 
penditures d u r i n g the fiscal 
year, w h i c h stalls July 1, of 
$764.179. The budget for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year, which ends June 
30, was $625.074, but the actual 
costs will probably be $670,124 
before the end of the year due to 
salary increases voted. Rink said. 


THE INCREASE of $135,105, or 
22 per cent, will m ean an in ­ 
crease in the tax rate for most 
of the city of almost 6 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, the cily 
m anager said. 
"A substantial increase in the 
cost 
of operating 
the city 
is 
shown under 
the varying a c ­ 
counts. This increase is due to 
the continuing growth 
of 
the 
community, 
which necessitates 
more employes to providp ser­ 
vice and protection and also to 
Hie continuing rise in prices," 
Rink reported. 


AMONG ITEMS which brought 
about the 
larger budget were 
listed two additional firemen to 
m aintain 
the strength of the 
departm ent in keeping with in ­ 
creased 
value and population, 
two additional police officers, a 
school crossing guard, six a d ­ 
ditional men and two trucks for 
the waste disposal department 
and $25,000 for street construc­ 
tion. The latter, however will be 
paid for out of gas tax funds. 
Other factors listed were the 
improvement added to the city 
in the past year w hich makes 
necessary more employes to h a n ­ 
dle the added work load, the re­ 
port stated. 


ON THE BRIGHTER SIDE. Ritlk 
reported that the city’s revenues 
were keeping pace w ith the city’s 
growth, too. He citPd the special 
census which boosted the city’s 
o f f i c i a l population to 10.381

AN ARM ISTICE IN KOREA, which seems probable any day 
! now. will be received with a sigh of relief from American fighting 
I forces there, many w ho are in training for military service and the 
families of all these young men. 
It has been the worst m ess our 
fighting men have ever been called upon to engage in so most 
of these men and their fam ilies will rejoice when the shooting 


has been stopped. 


It became evident to m ost people in this country som e time 
ago that victory as w e think of it could never be won in Korea 
anyvvav. 
\ftcr twice having had the enem y reeling backward, 
victory was snatched from our fighting forcees by political blun­ 
ders that saved the enem y, 
\ftcr three years of this war— which 
was to be a poli'.ieal action— w e have suffered 135,000 casualties, 
and find ourselves right back <jn rite 38th parallel at the door ol 
the Iron Curtain. 
A review of what has happened in Korea 
should impress all with the truth of Gen. Douglas M acArtliurs 
statem ent that there is no substitute for victory. 
W e not only 
have the North Koreans and Communists to deal w'ith now but 


our South Korean allies as well. 


For the sake of those Americans w ho have fought and died on 
the hills of Korea w e must believe that they have served their 
nation and the cause o f freedom w ell. 
W hile the fruits of their 
effort was not the victory they w ould like to have w on, their 
exam ple to the rest of the free world and their fierce devotion 
to the cause they believe to be right and just will go down as a 
brilliant page in American 
military history. 
That they were 
robbed of victory was no fault of theirs. 


Since a military victory seem s to be out of the question now, 
far better to call off the fighting and let our diplom atic and po­ 
litical forces see how much they can salvage from the m istakes 
that have been made. 
Our fighting forces can do little under 
the circum stances but fight back and suffer casualties. 
T hat’s 
why w e share with so many the feeling of relief that w ill com e 
with the signing of an arm istice in Korea. 


A SIDE FROM THE FATE o f the war in Korea, the most signifi­ 
cant new s to com e from across the sea this week is w ord that 
93 percent of the voters in Italy east ballots in the national elec­ 
tion there. 
Ninety-three percent! 
W e hope it doesn’t mean that 
this nation will have to go through what Italy has in order to 
awaken the people to the im portance of having a voice in the 
selection of their leaders. 
T he trend last Novem ber w as en­ 
couraging. 
Let us hope that it will continue. 
If 93 percent of 
the voters of this nation exercised their right of franchise our 
dom estic worrit's woidd be about over.
